• HATCHET POLICIES and method* were the main topic 
of discussion at last Wednesday’s Student Council meeting. 

Many mistaken ideas concerning the HATCHET were 
cleared up as editors Barbara Stuart, Mary Lou Bishop and 
Bill Hix answered the many questions put to them by Council 
members. 

Dick Sincoff, chairman of the subcommittee concerned 
with the HATCHETf, began the discussion by asking just how 
correct the facts in the HATCHET are. He was answered 
that they are as true and factual as possible. Most of the errors 
that do appear, Miss Stuart said, are becqpse quite a few stories 
(advance stories) must be written ahead of the events them- 
selves, and sometimes last-minute changes are made in the 
program, too late to be Included in the HATCHET. 

The size and placing of the stories also received a great 
deal of attention. The editors explained that in 99 per cent of 
the cases stories which are long and prominent are the stories 
that affect most of the students; the other big stories generally 
serve to inform and interest night and part-time students. 

Several Council members raised the question of how 
organizations and committees could get articles published in 
the HATCHET. It was explained that notes or short articles 
should be submitted to News Editor, Ernest Auerbach, or placed 
in his box in the HATCHET office, with the name and address 
of someone to see “for further Information.” Wheu the article 
is deemed worthy of more attention, a reporter will get in 
touch with the proper persons and write a bigger story. 

Earlier in the meeting, several important announcements 
were made. The financial report of Homecoming showed a net 
profit of $344, with $4843 taken in and $4497 for expenses. 

Kathy Denver, comptroller of the Student Council, an- 
nounced that there will be a series of budget hearings with the 
various campus organizations tomorrow and Thursday in the 
office of Women’s Activities from 2 to 4 p.m! The purpose of 
these meetings, each of which is expected to last approximately 
twenty minutes, is to discuss the budgets of those organiza- 
tions which have budgets under Student Council supervision. 

It was also announced that one co-chairman for the Stu- 
dent Enrollment Committee is needed. Petitions are now being 
accepted for this position by the Student Council.

• A REPORT HAS been made on 
this year’s method of selecting the 
Homecoming Queen, by Student

Mr. Shupe stated however, that 
the Queen received more than 
one-third of all the votei cast, ao 
her victory was a very solid one. 
Mr- Shupe said that this was the 
first time he had ever heard of 
selecting a Homecoming Queen by 
popular vote, either at this or at 
any other University. 

•Fairer' Method Needed 

In Mr. Shupe’s opinion, last 
year's method, but more fairly and. 
efficiently executed, would be 
much better. By ‘‘fairness” Mr. 
Shupe said he meant that the 
preliminary judges of last year 
were faculty members and, .as 
auch, may have beeh prejudiced or
